USDA's recent cattle 
inventory Indicetes tho 
rebuilding phase of tho 
cattle cycle has slowed as 
expected because of the 
depressed economy, ac- 
cording to analysts contact- 
ed by CNS. 

The repori, which sliowed 
oil cattle and calves up 2% 
compared with a year ago at 
126 million bead, was 
slightly below analysts' 
expectations at 126.8 to 
127.4 million head. The calf 
crop, up only 1% from a 
yeor ago at 46.61 million 
head, was below analysts 
expectations of 46.3 to 47.3 
million hoad. 

There are substantially 
fewer feeder cattle available 
for placement on feed the 
remainder of 1081 than 
previously thought by the 
industry, said Tommy 
Beall, director of market 


analysis for Callle-Fax. 

The extreme hot, dry 
weathor of 1980, which 
lowered conception rates, 
definitely had on impact on 
the size of the 1981 calf 
crop, he said. 

Under the "expansion 
philosophy," said Ed Uva- 
cek, Texas A&M Agricul- 
tural economist, the drop in 
the calving rate evident in 
the calf-crop figure was 
surprising. The caving rate 
in 1080 was 96% compared 
with 01% for 1981, he said. 

The heavy cow alaughter 
during the second half of 
1980 indicated there were 
heat-related problems in 
thecowherd. BeaJlsaid. 

The “steers 600 lb. and 
over" category was down 
2% compared with a year 
ago, which was ot the low 
end of analysts' expecta- 
tions and was "surprising," 


the analysts said. 

Aftor calculating the 
percontage of the steers 
weighing 600 lb. or mure 
already on feed, Greg 
Schimkat, Victorio Cn.

Feeders seeking 
federal ruling on 
electronic trading 

Depending on the oul- 
coinc of Federal Disliicl 
Court hearings in Dallas 
this fall, retailers and meat 
processors may be forced to 
use an electronic trading . 
system for their meat 
purchases. 

The Moat Price Investi- 
gators Assn . is hoping to lie 
the electronic marketing 
stipulation to the court's 
ruling 01 * include U as part of 
possible aettloment negoti- 
ations. 

The association alleges 
that supermarkets and 
packers violated antitrust 
laws by buying cattle on a 
formula traded basis, usual- 
ly using the price reporting 
service known as the Yellow 
Sheet. 

A federol appeals court 
ruled earlier that cattlemen 
who could prove in detail 
that their cattle hod been 
purchased by supermarkets 
on a formula-traded basis 
might be entitled to claim 
monetary dEumiges against 
the supermarkets. 

Iowa cattle raiser Glen 
Freio said the only cattle- 
men involved in the lawsuits 
who would be eligible to 
make such claims against 
retailers probably would be 
fat-cattle feeders. 

“As Far as we're con- 
cerned, we don't expect to 
have a problem/’ said 
Freio. “We only have to 
prove that packers use the 
Yellow Sheet In buying our 
cattle... We have a hundred 
buyers lined up who will 
testify to that." 

Freie said that as yet, 
cattlemen have not Bled 
papers with the court out- 
lining their .demand that 
packers and retailers use 
electronic meat trading.

Know your costs . . . 

Sharp pencil key to profit 


Univei-sity of Idaho eco- 
nomist C. Wilson Gray 
believes that profits may 
still be found in the cattle 
business— but he expects 
most of the hard-to-find 
profits will be captured by 
cattlemen who hove ex- 
temely sharp pencils. 

' ‘In order for a cattleman 
to take advantage of a 
profitable situation, he 
needs to be aware of his 
costs/ ' Gray emphasized. 

He said cost-conscious 
cattle producers will be 
contemplating two courses 
of acHon this fall— the 
marketing of their calves at 
the usual time versus the 
possibility of lioldlng Uie 
calves over the winter. 

“There was a sharp 
increase In the calf crop in 
1980, These animals wiU be 
ready to go into feecUots this 
foil, but feadiot operators 
may be reluctant to place 
many of these yearlings 
unless re^l demand w 
beef improves. That could 
roBult in additional downr 
ward pressure on feeder 
and calf prices. 

. ' If a rancher Is consider- 

ing wintering calves, he will 
need to 'know his ebst-of- 
gdUi. (ind other .expenses, . 
ThenKe can decide whether 
.the lugrket will likely give 
him a profit by next 
March/’ Grey explained. 

. “Prices . 'hi the cattle 


chases of type ''B“ and 
“C medicated feed pro- 
ducUs .should be exempt 
from medicated feed appli- 
cation regulations. NCA 
snidsome livestock feeders, 
in order to avoid the 
regulatory red tape created 
by the proposed plan would 
feel compelled to use more 
diluted medicated feed 
products. 

The use of these more

According to FDA, the 
medicated feed proposal is 
designed to concentrate its 
resources toward protecting 
the public .from unsafe drug 
residues in the edible 
products of animals fed 
medicated feeds. 

Elevator bankruptcy 


The proposal would direct 
FDA's efforts toward regu. 
laling the use of high risk 
drugs and drugs used in 
high-risk concentrations in 
animal feeds. FDA would 
regu Inte less stringently the 
use of drugs posing 
i-blutively low risks and 
those used in relatively low 
concentrations. 

According to FDA, the 
revision would reduce the 
feed mnnufncturing Indus- 
tiy’s long-term costs of 
complying with FDA regu- 
lations and would reduce 
FDA's long-term cost of 
administering the medi- 
cated feeds program, 

FDA said implementing 
the proposal would cost the 
feed manufacturing indus- 
try S3 million annually 
during a three-year transi- 
tional period but would save 
the industry roughly 
$500,000 during each sub- 
sequent year.

With feed prices and 
other costs remaning high, 
feedlot operators may pre- 
fer “to purchase heavy 
calves and finish them out 
rather than to put all of the 
gain on in the lot, ’ ’ he said. 

' ‘If demand for beef was 
strong and feed costs 
became relktively cheaper, 
then feedlot operators 
would find it cheaper to put 
on gain in tiie lot rather than 
to buy it. During such a 
period, cow-cEdf operators 
could capture part of the 
proflts by wintering calves 
and marketing feeders,” 
Gray said. 

Expensive feed and high 
interest rates are m^jor 
problems ,of the cattle 
industry. Competition from 
pork and poulb 7 producers 
is an additional difficulty. 
Gray pointed out. 

“Beef is at a disadvan- 
tage when consumers can 
purchase pork roast for Uie 
sme price as hamburger,” 
he said. 

Economic ' unceTtednties 
ore causing cattle producers 
to avoid rapid expansion of 
their herds at this time, 
Gr^y reported. 

"In the ;}ong term, a 


Wayne Cryts, the former 
from Puxico, Mo., who led a 
raid on a bankrupt grain 
elevator last February, is 
having trouble selling the 
soybeans he retrieved. 

Reports UCN, Cryts took

The potential! of Ivermec- 
tin Is unlimited, said 
Ferguson, and it cnii save 
livestock producers both 
time and money. U is 
economical louse because it 
replaces several difforent 


drugs, therefore eliminat- 
ing the cost of numerous 
treatments. 

Ivermectin can become a 
major defense to cattle 
monge problems in Nebras- 
ka because it is both n 
grubicide and an insecti- 
cide. Last yeor mango cost 
the state's livestock produc- 
ers approximately $14 mil- 
lion, Ferguson said. 

The product of Merck and 
Co,, Inc. of Rahway, N.J. 
also may eliminate prob- 
lems in large swine opera- 
lions. With Ivermectin, 
producers with SPF herds 
will nut have to repopulate if 
a problem develops, uccord- 
ing to Ferguson.

Another advantage of the 
product Is the small 
quantities required for its 
effectiveness. And because 
Ivermectin is used in 
milligram amounts, there is 
little problem with toxicity, 
said the parasitologist. 

Ivermectin research at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincnln is tho first done by 
PerguHon on n product not 
previously reloosed any- 
where in Iho world. “Dur- 
ing the last couple of 
months it's become avail- 
able in Franco and New 
Zealand and is doing very 
well," said Ferguson. 

Although the product is 
initially being released for 


USD in collie and horses, it 
will become available for 
sheep and small animal use. 
Research indicates it is very 
effective against heart- 
worms in dogs, “nn 
extremely difficult parasite 
to work with.’’ 

Ferguson expects no 
problem with the FDA 
approval of the product, hut 
soys there's always a 
possibility something may 
go wrong. But Ivermectin is 
now on the FDA’s “fast 
track,” so it's likely the 
drug will be released in the 
United States soon, he 
concluded.

USDA officials hove 
approved new livestock 
export facilities at Portland, 
Ore., and have authorized 
existing facilities at New 
York’s John F. Kennedy 
Airport to handle all types of 
livestock, in addition to 
horses. 

Harold A. Waters, a staff 
veterinarian wilh USDA's 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service, said the 
new animal handling facili- 
tioa at Portland replace 
older Installations at the 
fairgrounds and the stock* 
yards, which did ndt meet 
TJSDA requireraenta. 

Tho facility nt John F. 
Kennedy Airport has hen* 
died horses for many years ; 
however, Waters said its 
equipment is now consid- 
ered suitable for all types of 
livestock. 


Both air and ocean ship- 
monls are served through 
the New York and Portland 
facilities. 

Federal rogulationa re- 
quire animal export facili- 
ties to provide adequate 
feed, water and shelter; 
lighted oxamination. areas 
with suitable restraining 
equipment: seperotion of 
exported livestock from 
other shipments; and safe, 
sanitary pens, gates, walk- 
ways and loRcUng ramps, 
Waters said. 

In addition to New York 
and Portland, USOA- 
approved faciliUos for both 
ocean and air shipments ere 
available at Richmond, Vs.; 
Miami and Tampa, Fla.; 
Houston and Brownsville, 
Texas; San Francisco, 
Calif.; and Seattle, Wash.

shipmentH only are avail- 
able at Los Angelos, Calif.;

Economist blames poor breeding 
on nation’s hog marketing system 


Tlte pork marketuig sys- 
tem in the United States has 
encouraged the production 
of mediocre hogs. Dr. 
Wayne Purcell of Virginia 
Tech claims thore is a 
serious problem with the 
type of hog bemg produced, 
due to a lack o' effective 
communication in the pro- 
duction/marketing- system. 

‘'Thore is little excuse for 
the continued production of 
a fat, sloppy hog that the 
modern consumer won't 


buy," aoye Purcell, The 
economist believes that the 
prevailing pricing system 
provides no reason to 
produce lop quality hogs. 
"The incentives ore to 
produce an ‘average’ hog, 
improve feed conversion 
and increase litter size, then 
sell for an ’average’ price,' ' 
he claims. 

Purcell's views were 
presented in a paper 
prepared for the Pork Value 
Conference sponsored by

However he noted, tho 
government is attempting 
to roduce the volume and 
degree of subsidy in the 
Punnera Home Administra- 
tion loan progrotn, he said. 

Basically Barry said, tho 
1980 Depository Institutions 
deregulation and monetary 
control act should enable 
Hmollcr, rural banks to 
hotter compete for savings 
Ihot previously were chan- 
neled iiwdy from local 
markets. 

The act provides for 
interest bearing chocking 
accounts, temporary pre- 
exemption of state usury 
laws on some loans, and a 
phase out by 1986 of interest 
rate ceilings on deposits, 
among other things, he 
said.

Rural bankers are also 
being squeezed from other 
sources, the speakers said. 

Money market mutual 
funds are ' ‘ by far the largest 
and most successful compe- 
titor for deposit dollars," 
said Alan Tubbs, president 
of the First Central State 
Bank, Dewitt, Iowa. The 
fund's assets today are 
about equal to the assets of 
the 8,600 smallest banka, 
which are the ogrlcultural 
bonks, he said. 

Tubbs said the need for 
agricultural funds will in- 
crease three to four times in 
the next decade under 8 to 
10% inflation. During the 
deregulation poriod, banka 
will continue to bo nl a 
competitive disadvantage to 
other lenders, he said.

The Notional Fork Pro- 
ducers Council has been 
directed by its 108.000 
members to evaluate pork 
quality.

fire lU'cirlenlidly baled with 
hay. The pnisi*n.s cininuge 
Lhomiimuls' livers, primari- 
ly. 

In Oregon, callio and 
horse losses from tonsy 
tngwnrt poisoning alone 
have been c.sljmotcd to be 
more than 92 million nyear. 
A low, hnrd-lo-spot 
plant callo<l groundsel that 
contains pyrrolizidinc alka- 
loids also is spread through 
western Oregon and often is 
baled with hay. 

OSU animal scientists 
Poler Cheeke nnd Donald 
Hollan are conducting feed- 
ing trials with horse.s, 
giving them Lan.sy rngw'ort 
nnd lostaig the ability of 
RHA to neutralize the 


plant's lo.vins.

Statistics indicate the risk 
is small, reports Farmlinc. 
Only about 176 grain 
elevators out of an esti- 
mated 10,000 nationwide 
have closed or reurganized 
since 1976. However, the 
failure rate may be increas- 
ing. 

Responding to these 
concerns, USDA Secretaiy 
John Block appointed a task 
force to review current grain 
elevator laws and regula- 
tions to find out what more 
could be done to protect the 
agricultural community 
from elevator bankruptcies. 
The task force solicUed sug- 
gestions from representa- 
tives of farm organizations, 
the warehouse industry, 


Rlnle governments, nnd tho 
public. 

' ‘The o))tions concentrate 
on ways elevator bnnkru]>l- 
cies can be prevented," 
says Merrill Marxinaii, a 
member nf the task force 
and on area dircclor with 
USDA's Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation 
Service. “They're not 
aimed at solving the 
problem after it happens." 

The task force ruled out 
creating a bankruptcy insur- 
ance program or starting a 
new federal agency to deal 
with the problem. Among 
the task force’s rccom- 
mendaliona: greater co- 
operation and consistency 
between the federal govern- 
ment and the states. 

' 'We recognize that there 
are some very good stnte 
programs for. regulating 
warehouses, but some 
states do not have veiy 


strong lows. That's why wo 
need to woj'k together for 
greater uniformity," Marx- 
man soys. 

USDA is also considering 
ways it con get more 
involved under current laws 
and regulations, as well as 
what possible changes 
could be made. For ex- 
ample, the task force 
proposed that the net worth 
of CCC-approved elevators 
bo raised to $.20 per bushel 
of the elevator's capacity, 
and a $20,000 to $600,000 
performance bond. Since 
1903, CCC has not asked 
warehouses to carry per- 
formance bonds, but it does 
require other types of 
approved security If the 
warehouse owner can't 
meet the net worth require- 
ment. 

According to the propos- 
als, warehouses and eleva- 
tors that contract with the 


CCC could be required In be 
licensed under the U.S. 
Warehouse Act or under 
state lows ond regulations 
that ore comparable with 
the Act. 

Another possible change 
is that both licensed and 
CCC-approved storage 
operations would be re- 
quired to submit a financial 
statement prepared by on 
independent certified pub- 
lic accountant. As well as 
Including an operating, 
statement, it would verify 
inventory, confirm storage 
obligations and payments 
for grain , and list bank loons 
and the facility's market 
poaition. 

Finely, the task force 
identified a neod for more 
information about elevator 
bankruptcies. Suggested: a 
national clearinghouse for 
the study of elevator 
failures. 


Speakers forsee battle for red meat's market 


Fish has been gaining on 
rod maat's share of the U.S, 
con.sumer meat market and 
now soy proloin offers 
another altornulive, speak- 
ers told tho recent bivoslock 
Marketing Congress, re- 
ports CNS. 

Lee Woddig, National 
Fishorica institute execu- 
tive vk'O president , said that 
since 1966 there has been a 
22% increase in per capita 
fish consumption.

Turkey to import 
and export wheat 

For the first time since 
1976, Turkey is planning to 
import wheat while at tbe 
seme time maintaining an 
active export program, 
according to U-S. and 
Turkish trade and govern- 
ment sources contacted by 
CHS. 

Turkish import intentions 
range from 1 .5 to 3.0 million 
tons, probably of soft red 
winter wheat, for Ibla 
marketing year, according 
to Turki^ and U.S. trade 
sources. They noted French 
sales may also be included 
in the total. 

Export sources said there 
are strong indications that 
Turkey will tender soon for 
around 400,000 tons of U.S. 
wheat, but official confirma- 
tion is lacking. 

According to Turkish 
tr^e spurcea, the country 
niay already have contractr . 
ed for around 400,000 tons 
from U;S. auppliera a* about 
$150.00 per ton.
